Some of Marge’s personal accomplishments in the 12 years are a BS degree 
in Computer Science, Advanced Pilot in the U.S, Power Squadron and an amateur

We wish her a well earned retirement. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The board organized on May 5 with Charles Levine as chairman, Clifford 
Thatcher, clerk, and Hindy Rosenfeld as the third member. 


TAX RATE 


The voters approval of expenditures at the annual town meeting in May and 
reduced state reimbursements resulted in an $8 increase in the tax rate. The select- 
men put an immediate “cap’’ on future spending, demanding that the total warrant 
for Fiscal Year 1980 represent a 20 percent cutback from the previous year to re- 
duce the local tax burden for next year. 


State mandated programs, school autonomy and binding arbitration are re- 
sponsible for the greatest portion of the town’s operating costs and your selectmen 
have joined other selectmen and municipal officials to demand relief for the taxpay- 
er by curtailment of these burdens. 


Our board has effected budget reductions in areas under its jurisdiction and 
hope it has set an example for all others for the upcoming fiscal year. 


MOTHER NATURE STRIKES AGAIN 


Although we escaped the heavy snows of the previous winter, we were inun- 
dated throughout the town during January 1979. The police and fire departments 
worked feverishly to answer the emergency calls to pump cellars and flooded areas 
and for sandbags to prevent further damage to homes and buildings. The department 
of public works was overextended in its efforts to combat the flooded roads and pro- 
vide and monitor detours. A state of emergency was declared to activate the civil de- 
fense and volunteer force to supplement the town departments and, more important- 
ly, to free them for regular duties. A declaration of a state of emergency makes us 
eligible for funding that could be forthcoming from the federal government. 


We are indebted to all who gave so willingly of their time and effort during a 
difficult time. 


Our recent experience with the flooding highlights the continuing need of 
broadening the control of construction in the flood plain and wetlands. Surface 
water drainage in many sections of the town is inadequate and/or non-existent 
and there is much work to be done by the town and developers in this area. 


BYLAWS 


For many years we have had a bylaw requiring permits for excavations of 
roads and other public property without financial responsibility on the part of the 
contractor. Voters amended the bylaw during the September special town meeting 
to grant the selectmen authority to establish rules and regulations, require bonds 
and set reasonable fees. The new bylaw will allow more protection for the town and 
encourage better restoration of town property. The fees to be charged will allow 
the town to recover some of the costs incurred in preparation of permits in policing 
the evaluation and restoration of public property. 
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Voters also adopted a new bylaw allowing the town, under carefully set con- 
ditions, to make minor repairs on private ways. 


TOWN BUILDINGS 

Niagara Hall has been renovated extensively and the results are most grati- 
fying. Our thanks to Bill Whelan, the contractor, for the free “extras” which he 
contributed to preserve and highlight the historical elements. The building now 
provides a functional, warm atmosphere for departments and others using it. 


Every effort will be expended to assure that more preventative maintenance 
is performed on all town buildings to avoid costly repairs. With the fuel crisis in- 
creasing, a more detailed inspection will be made of all buildings to determine the 
most cost-effective methods of reducing fuel consumption. 


UPDATE ON SEWER CONNECTIONS 


We are a step closer to the sewer tie-in with Medfield since the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency has decided the proposed connection is the most cost- 
effective solution for the two towns. The town of Medfield responded by approv- 
ing a town meeting article to update its sewer facility plan. Following completion 
of the plan, we will resume negotiations with Medfield. 


For the westerly side of Millis, we have met with Medway officials and laid 
the groundwork for further discussion for a possible tie-in to that town’s new sewer 
treatment plant. 


SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 


It appears that the best policy for Millis’ future disposal of solid waste will be 
to join a regional facility. One is presently being planned by the 128 West Resource 
Recovery Council and Board of Public Works Member Edward Cronin has been 
representing us at the council meetings for some years. We will soon run out of land 
at our present sanitary landfill. The increasing governmental requirements relative 
to water runoff, vermin control, expensive daily coverage and management as well 
as the prohibition of burning as a method of reduction of bulk will make the oper- 
ation of individual municipal disposal facilities impractical and prohibitive in cost. 


There will be concentrated activity in this respect in the near future and the 
_question of joining a regional group will be brought up at a not too distant town 
meeting. 


WETLANDS MANAGEMENT POLICY, NVS PROJECT 


We have forwarded to the Army Corps of Engineers our proposed management 


plan for Millis lands acquired by the federal government and we will continue to 
monitor the Natural Valley Storage Project as it affects our community. 


Again, our thanks to Henry J. Lewandowski Sr. and Robert Graci for their 
excellent work on the formulation of the conditions and guidelines.

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INSURANCE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The insurance advisory committee, comprised of extremely qualified yvolun- 
teers serving with a meager budget, continues to be invaluable in saving the town 
money on the complicated insurance matters while providing the town with ade- 
quate coverage for property and employees. We are deeply grateful for their help. 


UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION 


For the first time, municipalities became liable for unemployment compensa- 
tion. We are pleased to report our costs during the first year, 1978, were very low, 
a situation we credit to our consultant and to our department heads. 


VOLUNTEER SERVICES AND PROGRAMS 


We are also grateful to those who provide free additional services within the 
town. 


Oak Tree League members have provided an annual planting program and addi- 
tonal help in other programs. We have been able to institute a senior citizen trans- 
Portation program that offers five-day-a-week errand excursions for the elderly. The 
recreation department has helped with poster programs, the school department has 
been kind enough to aid us with some furnishings for Niagara Hall and the board of 
public works has been extremely helpful with many of the heavy-duty jobs incurred 
during the renovation of Niagara Hall. Cooperative effort of this kind results in sav- 
ings to the Millis taxpayer while providing important services. 


We would be remiss in not acknowledging the services performed by the Com- 
puter Advisory Group and the Audit Advisory Committee. 


LOOKING TOWARDS THE FUTURE 


The time has come for all boards to sit down together, evaluate the present 
mode of operation of the town and make plans for the inevitable future. The need 
for a centralized form of government is still with us. 


The impact of new legislation and demands of the public indicate that govern- 
ment by part-time officials is slowly falling by the wayside. 


Scheduling of “‘during work hours” meetings by various federal and state 
agencies has increased to a point where qualified, part-time town officials find them 
interfering with their private occupations. 


We are taking the first step toward facing the future by placing two “study” 
articles in the warrant for the May 1979 annual town meeting. One deals with an 
executive secretary for the selectmen and the other with restructuring the public 
works department. We hope you will support us in the best interest of an effective 
town government.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY LAND INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


This five member committee was formed in August to investigate the future 
cemetery needs of the town. 


Prospect Hill Cemetery is maintained by the Millis Board of Public Works. 
Although it has served the town well over the years, the site is now approaching 
capacity. The cemetery will serve current needs for the next two to four years in 
its present configuration. In the near future, the town must look to expansion of 
the existing site or the establishment of a new cemetery. 


Committee members have been studying all aspects of the matter and con- 
sidering the town’s projected needs over the next 50 years. A report and recom- 
mendations will be made to the board of public works prior to the annual town 
meeting.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The most difficult and time-consuming activity for the commission continues 
to be its responsibilities in implementing the Wetland Protection Act. This year the 
commission issued two amended orders of conditions for work on Grove Street and 
one cease and desist order for a project on Orchard Street. Several meetings and ex- 
tended hearings on the “Island Park” subdivision resulted in an order of conditions 
being issued. The order has been appealed to the Massachusetts Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering but the superseding order has not yet been issued. 
One informal meeting was held on intended filling on west Main Street and an order 
was issued for a project on Pleasant Street. 


At year end the commission is planning a series of meetings with the building 
inspector, planning board, department of public works and the board of health to 
ensure that these town officials understand the jurisdiction of the commission and 
that the commission fully understands the responsibilities of other boards over de- 
velopment of wetlands and drainage problems. 


Two other programs in effect in Millis are helping to protect wetlands and 
flood plains. The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers continues its purchase of almost 
two thousand acres of flood storage lands in the town. A little over half of this area 
is in the Charles River flood plain known as the Millis-Medfield Marshes, and the re- 
mainder is in the Bogastow Brook flood plain known as the Great Black Swamp. 
Some of the land is purchased in fee and other parcels are being protected by pur- 
chase of flowage easements. The purpose of the project is to ensure that these lands 
will remain open to serve as flood storage for storms up to the level of an estimated 
100-year flood. The corps is also working with representatives of Millis and Medfield 
to decide on a management plan for the marshes. Terrence Cassidy is the representa- 
tive for Millis. 


An additional 474 acres of wetlands have been protected under the Inland 
Wetlands Act, C. 131,s. 40A. An order under this act places a development restric- 
tion on these lands which is recorded on the property owners’ deeds. A total of 136 
Property owners are affected and several have filed appeals in superior court. The 
first of these was heard in October but at year end no decision had been rendered. 
Some uses are allowed on the restricted lands but will require a hearing before the 


commission under C. 131, s 40. No notices of intent under this provision have yet 
been filed. 


Another of the commission’s responsibilities is to provide open space and 
recreational lands for the town. Play areas for small children and playfields for older 
children as well as ball fields and group outing facilities are much needed. The com- 
mission is working with the department of public works to plan for recreation areas 
in the town. As one step in this direction the commission voted not to renew the 
lease on the Village Street conservation land used as pasture. It was felt that a play- 
field for informal ball games could be established on the land and that in winter the 
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field could be utilized for cross-country skiing and snowshoeing as well as providing 
additional access to the wooded conservation land known as “Parcel Y.” The com- 
mission will develop a management plan for the two parcels to include a map of the 
area and trails for nature study and winter recreational use. 


The commission has been notified by the Massachusetts Division of Conserva- 
tion Services that the commission’s application for state funds to reimburse the town 
for 50% of the purchase price of the Village Street land has been granted. The town 
will be paid $6,000 as soon as all of the terms of the agreement are met, probably 
early in 1979.

REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


During 1978, town counsel spent the majority of his time as town counsel on 
litigation matters. Two significant legal cases were commenced against the town. The 
first was a suit by two landowners against the board of selectmen and the Massachu- 
setts Department of Environmental Management to test the constitutionality of the 
Massachusetts inland wetlands restriction law. Due to the importance of the case, the 
full bench of the Massachusetts Appeals Court assumed jurisdiction and heard argu- 
ments in October. The case is expected to be of national importance in the area of 
environmental law. As of year end, the court had not yet made its decision. 


Millis was one of 22 cities and towns sued in the Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court by the Massachusetts Tax Commision for failure to comply with the 
Sudbury mandate of 100% valuation. At a town meeting, the townspeople voted to 
fund revaluation and Millis was dismissed from the suit, along with several other 
cities and towns which also voted to fund revaluation. 


In other litigation matters, the federal district court at year end had not yet 
made a decision on the various motions to dismiss the 1977 civil rights case against 
the town and 18 present and former town officials. A suit against the board of 
selectmen for denying a used car dealer’s license was brought in Norfolk Superior 
Court and then dismissed. A citizen sued the board of Selectmen in Norfolk superior 
Court claiming he should have been appointed an election officer. After two hearings, 
a decision was rendered in favor of the board of selectmen. A decision of the board 
of appeals denying a special permit was upheld by the Norfolk Superior Court. The 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court upheld the Appellate Tax Board’s decision 
involving water and sewer abatements that was adverse to the town. Thereafter, other 
denials of water and sewer abatements were appealed by the same applicant to the 
Appellate Tax Board. One other Appellate Tax Board case was settled. 
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Three Norfolk Superior cases involving subdivisions were commenced in 1978. 
The first two involved “Woodlawn Estates” and were against the planning board and 
town clerk respectively. Both, after hearings, were decided in favor of the town offi- 
cials. The second case has been appealed by the developer to the Massachusetts Ap- 
peals Court. In December, the developer of ““Bogastowe Acres” appealed the decision 
of the planning board imposing several conditions on its approval of the subdivision 
plan. 


Two old eminent domain cases against the town were settled. A third federal 
condemnation suit was brought against the town in connection with the taking of 
land by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. Two other such actions had been brought 
in 1977. Negotiations in these three federal cases have taken place and partial pay- 
ment has been received by the town. 


Town counsel rendered 31 formal written legal opinions and 76 oral legal 
opinions involving legal research to the various town boards and personnel. He also 
rendered counsel and advice to town officials and employees on numerous other 
occasions. Fifteen contracts were either drafted, revised or reviewed by town coun- 
sel. Town counsel attended nearly all regular selectmen’s meetings and several meet- 
ings of other town boards and personnel, including but not limited to, the board of 
health, board of assessors, board of appeals, building inspector, planning board, 
finance committee and the bylaw revision committee. Town counsel attended all 
town meetings and either reviewed or drafted all warrant articles. Town counsel 
assisted in the revision of the town’s zoning bylaws so as to comply with Chapter 
808 of the Acts of 1975. 


Town counsel was appointed to the executive committee of the Massachusetts 
Association of Town Counsel and City Solicitors, where he has been an active mem- 
ber since becoming town counsel for Millis. 


Although, as in past years, town counsel spent a great deal of time on town 
matters, the position of Millis Town Counsel is rewarding, mainly because of the 
sincerity and dedication of the other town officials, boards and employees.

BOARD OF HEALTH AGENTS 


For the year 1978, there were several miscellaneous complaints received and 
appropmate action taken where necessary including court action. ‘ 


A busy year involved all three agents who spent many hours in the field. Com- 
plaints were received at all hours, day and night. Due to the new state regulations, all 
complaints must be acted upon within 48 hours no matter how the complaints are 
presented. 


Thirty-six septic system installation inspections were made plus 24 inspections 
for modifications of existing facilities. Some of these required reinspections. 


Receipts sent to the town treasurer from the board of health totaled $5,957.50. 


REPORT OF NURSING SERVICES FOR 1978 


This marks the second year that the Millis Board of Health Nursing Service has 
operated out of Niagara Hall. Growth in all aspects of health care delivery was noted. 
The Millis Board of Health Nursing Service continues to be certified by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health as an official agency providing nursing, physical 
therapy, home health aides and occupational therapy to the residents of Millis. Reim- 
bursement for these services is through Medicare, Medicaid, other insurance or private 
fee. No persons are refused service because of inability to pay. All reimbursements 
received by the nursing service are returned to the town treasurer. 


In addition to providing skilled care at the request of a physician, this agency 
provides the board of health nursing for the town. This includes health promotion 
and education visits, investigation of communicable diseases in persons and contacts 
and care and teaching for newborns and premature infants. 


In response to a state mandate concerning immunization for school entrance, 
several immunization clinics were held with excellent response. 
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A hypertension screening program was held in May in conjunction with the 
American Heart Association. Films about heart disease, stress and smoking were 
shown. Educational material was distributed and many questions answered about 
diet, activity and weight in relation to hypertension. Thirty-two persons ages 13 to 
66 were tested. Four persons were found to have elevated readings. This program 
will be repeated on an annual basis to assist the community in becoming more 
aware of the preventive aspects of heart disease. 


A lead testing program for preschool children was held—all tested were within 
normal limits. 


Senior citizen clinics were held monthly at Kennedy Terrace for disease test- 
ing and health counseling. Appropriate referrals were made as indicated. These clinics — 
were well attended this year. 


Health promotion visits for the purpose of assessing physical, emotional status, — 
crisis intervention and health education are made upon referral of health care work- 
er, family or neighbor. Revisits and referrals are made as indicated. 


Programs planned for the coming year include a cancer screening and detection 
program to include examination and testing for oral, breast and uterine cancer. Films 
and educational material will be available. 


All tax-supported boards and agencies are becoming increasingly aware of the 
tax burden to the residents. The board of health presently is investigating ways to 
continue to provide high-quality health care at a reasonable cost. Options at this 
point are merging with a larger agency or contracting with a larger agency for ser- 
vices. Decisions will be made with the interests of those in need of service in mind. 


The Millis Board of Health Nursing Service returned $27,008.07 to the town 
treasurer, an increase of 102% over 1977 leaving a net cost to the town for nursing 
service of approximately $12,000. 


Town residents interested in becoming advisory members to this agency are 
requested to contact the board of health. Tasks include program planning, budget

gel competitive bids in this area and the town is too small to become self-insured. .

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Our area of concern for the fiscal year 1979-1980 will be in the area of Work- 
men’s Compensation where we are experience rated and in the area of property (fire) 
insurance where there has been a general rate increase plus a 16% increase in building 
costs over the last two years.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


A public library is often defined as a social, cultural and educational institution. 
We are fortunate in Millis in our teenage group who while using the library too often 
for socializing and too seldom for serious study, are generally well-mannered and co- _ 
operative. Our cultural role has less impact than we would ideally wish, for a complex 
variety of factors, limiting most very small libraries, mainly space and budget. Art, 
music and literature are offered mainly in book form. The walls of our meeting room 
are again being used for the most popular periodical storage and the room itself for a 
wide variety of group meetings. As a subsidiary, informal educational institution, we 
are often deluged with requests for sufficient book, periodical, pamphlet and cassette _ 
sources for fifty or more middle or high school students to write ten or more page term 
papers on a variety of usually narrow topics. Even a major library in a town or city of - 
50,000 population would be strained to provide such resources in this quantity. While 
we laud teacher efforts to encourage students to acquire necessary research skills, we — 
would also welcome some cooperation between schools and library, or between school 
library and public library in alerting us in advance to such assignments. With this co- 
operation we could seek out book deposits from other libraries to provide the necessan 
materials. The present system serves only to create feelings of frustration, aggravation 
and annoyance in our Millis students at a time in their lives when these feelings add 
little to their healthy growth and development. 


Children’s Librarian Dorothy Drew continues to offer two story hours weekly to 
enthusiastic Millis children of Grades K-2. The program includes stories, occasional 
music, and craft work related to the story hour theme. Mrs. Drew’s accomplishments 
in craft work are well known in Millis because of her long association in earlier years 
with girl scouts, in church work, as senior citizen coordinator for several years at the 
library and now with the story hour groups. We are fortunate to have Mrs. Drew’s 
artistic talent and tireless energy available to us in the library. 


Collections of gift books continue to be welcomed from all residents who accept 
the condition that books we cannot use will be moved along to veterans’ hospitals or 
other places where they can be useful. Paperbacks are almost always useful in our 


Bray and many hardcover books are often used as replacement or supplemental 
ooks. 


Special thanks is due to Carol Davis of Brandywine Terrace, Millis, who has 
completed college studies in criminology and donated about 100 pamphlets and 
paperback materials which form the beginnings of a serious collection in this field 


pas Our sincere thanks also to many residents who donated gift books to us in 


Our Trustees Fund account, which includes earnings from the Rosabelle 
Thrasher Trust Fund, plus interest, has a balance of $2,848.86 as of January 1979. 
Funds totalling $1,526.00 were deducted from this account in 1978 for an air con- 
ditioning unit which, while not as large a unit as should have been installed, repre- 
sents a compromise geared to reducing temperatures of up to 110 degrees in the 
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library by about 20 degrees to provide some relief in the most oppressive summer 

_ weather for both public and staff. Quotations for the proper sized unit for the 

_ library had ranged up to $10,000 and were turned down by the finance committee 

annually for the past several years despite that air conditioning has been provided 

_ for the DPW building, the police department, the town hall, and the assessors’ 

_ office, all of which are more comfortably air-conditioned than the library. Our 
unit has been provided at no cost to the taxpayers. 


The Purdy Fund balance in January 1979 was $646.05. 


Our book and related materials circulation has levelled off to a figure of about 
65,000 for the past few years, representing an average of ten books per person in 
Millis. This compares favorably with the majority of all sizes of libraries where an 
eight books per capita average 's very common. With 1800 current adult registrations, 
plus 2000 children’s cards outstanding, one can estimate that about two-thirds of all 
Millis residents use the public library at least to the extent of applying for a library 
card. 


The trustees wish to thank all staff members for their loyal, dependable service 
during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE MEMORIAL DAY COMMITTEE

REPORT OF THE MODERATOR 


During 1978, the town of Millis held special town meetings in January and 
September, as well as the annual town meeting in May which incorporated a special 
town meeting. The annual town meeting lasted five sessions this year, primarily due 
to the adoption of Chapter 808 of the Massachusetts General Laws which involved a 
complete overhaul of our town’s zoning bylaws. The attendance at town meetings was 
extraordinarily high this year, presumably due to the citizen’s reaction to the increase 
in taxes both in Millis and throughout the commonwealth. 


In addition to presiding over the town meetings, the moderator made appoint- 
ments to several different committees, including new appointments for positions 
which were vacated on the personnel and finance committees. Furthermore, a ceme- 
tery lands committee was created and members appointed and a committee to further 
investigate and report on feasibility of building an addition to the police station was 
established. Further, a new town office building study committee was established and 
appointed in order to look into new avenues for seeking a town office building for 
Millis. 


As in the past, the moderator’s primary problem was a lack of town government 
cards submitted to the town offices from which to draw appointments for the various 
committees. It is my hope, in the future, to continue to find various means to seek 
out, actively, persons who are interested in serving the town. I certainly consider it an

Thomas H. Collins 
1936 — 1978 


Police Officer Thomas H. Collins was the victim of a fatal motor vehicle 
accident on Orchard Street while on duty June 16. He was responding to a 
second emergency call as he returned from an emergency run to the Leonard 
Morse Hospital, Natick. 


In addition to his duties with the police department, to which he was 
appointed July 4, 1974, he worked with the Millis Little League and repre- 
sented his department on the employees insurance advisory committee. 


His death deeply saddened his colleagues in the police department and 
the community as a whole. 
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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


I am pleased to submit to the townspeople of Millis my yearly report for the year 
1978. The figures shown in the report indicate an increase in the demand for police ser- 
vices which your employees have handled admirably. 


The year 1978, unfortunately, will long be remembered as a very sad one for the 
Millis Police Department as it marked the passing of Officer Thomas Collins in a tragic 
motor vehicle accident on June 16 while responding to a motor vehicle accident. Offi- 
cer Collins was the first Millis Police Officer to die in the line of duty. Officer Tom will 
long be remembered by his fellow officers. 


The year also saw the resignation of John Kubacki, an eight-year veteran of the 
force. John resigned to enter private business and we wish him well. 


To replace these two officers, the town was indeed fortunate to hire Officer 
James Lovejoy and Officer Leo Accera. Officer Lovejoy laterally transferred from the 
Medway Police Department where he was an eight-year veteran with a fine record and 
has admirably assumed his new position. Officer Accera, upon his appointment, at- 
tended the New Bedford Police Academy and is currently assuming his duties. 


The never ending quest for professionalism saw four other officers graduate 
from the required 12 weeks of training. Officers Paul Davis and Roderick MacLeod 
were graduated from the Brookline Police Academy and Officers David Riggs and Joel 
Rosenfeld from the Cambridge Police Academy. All were commended for their aca- 
demic achievement. This training is now complete as the entire department has been 
trained according to state statute. 


As you citizens are aware, many hours were spent during and after the blizzard 
of 1978 by your department. The cooperation we received from the vast majority of 
the public was outstanding and very gratifying. The members of the police depart- 
ment did not get home to their families for days and, in most instances, worked around 
the clock. The morale of the men was fantastic. 


I would be remiss if I did not mention the wonderful job the Millis Civil Defense 
did in cooperation with our efforts. The disaster plan formulated some time ago between 
the police, fire, selectmen and civil defense worked superbly. 


Last year in my yearly report I requested the Citizens of Millis to please not hesi- 
tate to call when anything seemed suspicious or out of the ordinary. You have done this 
with great results. Please keep up the good work. As you know, you are the eyes of the 
community.

REPORT OF THE PROFESSIONAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The professional advisory committee is a group which meets periodically to re- 
view, evaluate and recommend changes in the health services provided by the nursing 
agency, and to ensure coordination of services. It also serves to assist the agency with 
an analysis of community health needs and resources. It acts in an advisory capacity 
only reporting directly to the governing body of the home health agency. 


Membership includes professional representatives currently active in their pro- 
fession and consumers in the town who are interested in health affairs. 


This year the committee met four times. Medical and nursing policies were re- 
viewed and approyed. Nursing chart reviews were held; strengths and deficiencies 
were reported to the board of health nursing service. This is done to ensure that opti- 
mal nursing care and documentation is done by the nursing staff providing the care. 


An agency evaluation was completed by the committee. Areas needing improve- 
ment were noted to be in areas of funding, in-service education and certain aspects of 
the physical therapy contract. A lack of space for community clinics was noted. 
Agency strengths were found to be an active home health agency which is meeting the” 
health needs of the community and the inclusion of various therapeutic services; i.e., 
physical therapy, occupational therapy, home health aides. ; 

: 

Mrs. McManus, nursing supervisor, reported monthly statistics concerning the 
increased use of agency services. Nursing visits have increased by 83%. An occupation 
therapy contract has been signed with the Occupational Therapy Associates Inc. of 


Sherborn. The home health aide program proved to be valuable, providing 200 hours o 
Services to the community each month. 
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3 Noted as a consistent need by the committee was how to provide better expo- 
sure to the townspeople and how to better inform them of the services provided by 
the board of health nursing service. 


The need for regionalization of nursing health services has become a reality and 
the committee supports the agency’s search for ways in which to provide optimal 
and realistic service to the townspeople. 


Recommendations were made on an on-going basis. Reinforcement was given by 
the committee for the agency’s efforts to provide screening clinics for the community, 
i.e., diabetic, hypertension, lead screening, and well-child, and in providing on-going 
optimal patient care.

George Sarris 
1890 — 19 


George Sarris was a member of the board of sewer commissioners from 1951 
to 1971 when the board’s duties were combined with those of a number of others 
in a board of public works. He also served on the finance committee for 12 years, 
from 1938 to 1950. 


A native of Newport, R.I., Mr. Sarris moved to Millis in 1929. He became 
Superintendent of the Safepack Mills the same year, serving in that position until 
1955. Since 1929, the Safepack Mills have been operated by the Ruberoid Company 
and are now owned by GAF Corporation 


The Millis Distinguished Citizen Award was presented to Mr. Sarris on September 
17, 1976. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Millis Board of Public Works reorganized on May 3, 1978. Erwin “Buzz” 
Gruhn was elected chairman, George DeAngelis was elected clerk and Domenic E. 
D’Eramo was appointed as third member. 


Through the efforts of our administrative staff, the town was the recipient of 
$10,000 from the federal government relative to reimbursement for expenses attribu- 
table to the “Blizzard of '78.” The department of public works garage building sus- 
tained structural damage during one of the severe winter storms when a steel member 
cracked due to the stress caused by the excess weight from accumulated snow on the 
building roof. Temporary supports were installed and the department operated at 
maximum efficiency during the major blizzards. 


The calendar year 1978 was a productive year for the Millis Department of 
Public Works. In addition to the regular routine duties of our department, the fol- 
lowing major projects were undertaken and completed: 


1. Various town roads were sealed to preserve the life of same by 
preventing erosion. This item was funded under the line item for 
road repairs (78-79). 


to 


A major drainage project was completed on Aubum Road and 
several minor drainage areas were corrected at various locations 
throughout town. 


3. Relative to sidewalk construction - Phases I and II of the Dover 
Road sidewalk were completed. The Monroe Street sidewalk 
construction was completed. 


4. The reconstruction of Conway Road was completed. 


5. The Orchard Street construction project was brought to comple- 
tion with the final overlay of bituminous concrete, Class I, being 
installed. The stonewall was reconstructed, the tiger lilies re- 
planted, and the side of the roadway loamed and seeded. 


6. The CETA Title VI Town Beautification Project, which was funded 
by a government grant for $69,958, terminated in September 1978. 
The department received numerous compliments relative to the 
efforts of this project. 


7. New drinking fountains were designed, constructed and installed 
by the department of public works at the town park. 


8. A sewer installation, approved by the state, was completed under 
the supervision of the department of public works making way 
for the construction of a McDonald’s Restaurant to be located on 
route 109. 
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9. Extensive aeration of the six filter beds at the wastewater 
treatment plant was completed in order to create a greater 
filtering process mandated by the state. 


10. A high pressure water jet machine has been used to clean 
trunk sewer lines. This program has been implemented in 
order to prevent sewer line blockages and eliminate slug- 
gish wastewater flow. This program will continue into the 
Spring of 1979. 


During the calendar year 1978 the board of public works has been working with 
the cemetery lands investigating committee relative to obtaining additional cemetery 
lands in order to permit expansion of our present cemetery. 


The water needs study committee submitted a report to the board of public work: 
pertinent to obtaining additional well sites and anticipated water usage figures for a pro 
jected period of 20 years. 5 

A 1% ton army surplus jeep was purchased at minimum cost to the town through 
the Division of Army Surplus Vehicles. Acquisition of this vehicle has allowed a more 
flexible means of operation for the department. 


The resignation of Erwin “Buzz” Gruhn from the board of public works was 
accepted, with regret, on October 11, 1978. At this time Domenic E. D’Eramo was 
appointed chairman of the board. Mr. Edward Cronin of Village Street, Millis, was 
appointed in November to fill the vacancy created by Mr. Gruhn’s resignation. 


Mr. Gruhn’s presence and expertise will be greatly missed by our board and the 
town. However, we, as a board, consider the appointment of Mr. Cronin, with his 
experience in the field of civil engineering, an asset to our board, department and the — 
town. 

The Fall of 1978 saw the implementation of union organization, installed on a 
majority employee vote, within the department of public works. At this writing 
negotiations are still incomplete.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The recreation department is pleased to report that a large number of Millis 
_ residents participated in a variety of recreational activities sponsored by the depart- 
_ ment in 1978. 


Sports programs included tennis, basketball, softball, soccer, and bowling. 
Adult tennis lessons taught by Aram and Bob Karoghlanian had 49 registrants. Lessons 
took place at the Aram Karoghlanian Courts in the Town Park. Approximately 75 boys 
and girls met at the Memorial School and high school gyms to take part in the youth 
basketball programs which were directed by Jim White, Bob Russo, and Susan Stevens. 
About 50 men used the high school gym for the adult basketball league. The recreation 
department sponsored a tournament for the men’s league at the conclusion of the 1977- 
78 season. The 140 participants in the ski program held at Ski Valley in Cumberland, 
RI. ranged in age from 9 years to over 40. On two evenings a week from May to 
September the town park playing fields were used by the 75 members of the women’s 
softball league. On those same fields on four October Sunday afternoons Dan Hardin, 
Bob Yeager and Tom Palmer directed the 40 youngsters who signed up for the instruc- 
tional youth soccer program. Over 90 children between the ages of 3 and 14 took part 
in recreational bowling during the summer, and a large number of adults enjoyed 
watching and assisting the boys and girls. 


Several special events offered by the department during 1978 were enthusiastic- 
ally received. The seventh annual Easter Egg Hunt had to be held in the Clyde Brown 
auditorium because of the snow still left from the February blizzard. Over 200 boys 
and girls, ages 2 to 12, turned out for this event. Audiences at each of the four shows 
presented during the summer numbered between 100 and 200. The shows took place 
in the Clyde Brown School and included the Johnny Sisson School for Clowns act, 
the Gerwick Puppets, the Zoomobile, and Joe Carota’s Magic Show. The Playground 
Olympics consisted of one event for each of six weeks and drew 48 entries. Weekly 
awards were presented and grand champions were named at the conclusion. There 
were 35 contestants vying in the stuffed toys contest held at the town park in August. 


Field trips were extremely popular among residents, especially teenagers. Ski 
trips were made to King Ridge, N.H. in February and to Gunstock, N.H. in December. 
Forty-four teenagers and 5 adults attended the first trip while 41 teens and 3 adults 
went on the second. There were three trips to Paragon Park for teenagers. More than 
100 young people participated in one or more of these trips. A round of miniature 
golf was enjoyed by 36 Millis youngsters at the Garden Par-Tee in Medway. A group 
of 45 pre-school age children, parents and other chaperones visited Drumlin Farm in 
June. Another 100 enjoyed a trip to the New England Aquarium in August. Fifty- 
three youngsters between the ages of 9 and 12 went bowling, roller skating, and 
played miniature golf at the Wal-Lex Recreation Center. There were 45 in the group 
of six to eight year olds who visited the Museum of Transportation. 


Two very successful programs were organized for children of pre-school age. 
The summer park program, with an enrollment of more than 80 boys and girls, was 
run by Kathy Walsh and Maureen Coffey with the assistance of the children’s parents. 
The parent cooperative program provided recreation for 40 children in the spring and 
another 40 in the autumn and for their parents who planned and supervised the weekly 
activities of crafts, stories, games, refreshments, and field trips. 
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The department also sponsored several programs in the arts. Dr. Grant Longley 
was the caller at a square dance party held for fifth and sixth graders. Priorto the 
party the children had five square dance lessons taught by Kathy Cassidy at the Clyde 
Brown School. For the third year the recreation department sponsored the Millis 
Community Summer Band. This group of high school students and adults directed 
by Steve Massey rehearsed weekly at the high school and presented two concerts, one 
in the town park and one at the Franklin Nursing Home. In addition to the Commun- 
ity Band concert in the park, four other band concerts were sponsored by the recre- 
ation department. These were performed by the Music Masters under the direction of 
Rudy Weeks and held in the park and the high school auditorium. A new program was 
introduced this year when Tom Kempf volunteered to supervise a model aircraft club 
whose members build and fly radio-controlled model planes using Mr. Kempf’s radio 
equipment. About 175 children registered for craft classes that took place at the Ross. 
Avenue recreation center on three afternoons a week and on Saturdays during the 
school year, and another SS children attended three afternoons a week in the summer. 


Many townspeople should be recognized for their help and cooperation. Mr. 
Huna Rosenfeld deserves the very heartfelt thanks of the recreation director and the 
committee for his generous donation of the Ross Avenue center for the past seven 
years. The DPW and the school department made it possible to sponsor many actiy- 
ities on town and school property. The police and fire departments and the board of 
selectmen also contributed to the success of the recreation programs. Finally, there 
were many volunteers, teenagers and adults, who helped as chaperones and aides and 
whose assistance was greatly appreciated. 


The recreation committee has accepted my resignation as director effective 


December 31, 1978. During my four years in the position I have enjoyed meeting and — 


working with hundreds of wonderful Millis citizens of all ages and I hope that I have 
made some contribution to the town. I wish the best of luck to my successor, Marlane 
Edwards.

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REPORT OF THE MILLIS SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


A regular meeting of the School Committee is held in the Junior-Senior High 
School faculty room on the first and third Tuesday of each month. 


The Office of the Superintendent of Schools is located in the Junior-Senior 
High School building and is open from 8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. every day, exclusive 
of holidays, Monday through Friday. The telephone number is 376-2934. 


The members of the School Committee met as a corporate body, with the 
Superintendent of Schools, twenty-eight times at regularly scheduled meetings for 
the purpose of conducting school business. In addition, sub-committees met on 
more than twenty-nine occasions on matters that pertained to negotiation, finances, 
or school building needs. The total number of meetings held is indicative of the busy, 
but necessary, schedule of a School Committee member 


At the annual election in May, Thomas J. Burke, Jr. and Patricia M. Sjogren 
were elected to three year terms. John Fitzgerald was re-elected by the High School 
student body to serve as School Committee Student Representative. The Millis 
Teachers’ Association re-appointed Barbara Hoffman and Richard Keen to represent 
the Teachers’ Association at School Committee Meetings. 


Following the town election, the School Committee organized as follows: John 
W. Dale, Chairperson; Walter A. Alessi, Secretary; Thomas J. Burke, Jr., Associate 
Member; Francis P. Keaney, Associate Member; and Patricia M. Sjogren, Associate 
Member. 


Early in September, Chairperson John W. Dale, resigned for personal reasons, 
thus creating a vacancy on the Board. In accordance with the law, the School Com- 
mittee and the Selectmen met and appointed Edna M. Neville to fill the vacancy 
until the next annual election. 


The School Committee then reorganized as follows: Walter A. Alessi, Chair- 
person; Francis P. Keaney, Secretary; Thomas J. Burke, Jr., Associate Member; 
Edna M. Neville, Associate Member; and Patricia M. Sjogren, Associate Member. 


In addition to the annual concern for preparing a budget which manifests 
fiscal responsibility to the young people and to the taxpayers of Millis, the School 
Committee had to address itself this year to issues that dealt with transportation, 
the new revised Chapter 70 state aid formula, the study of regionalization with the 
Town of Medway, and the concer that relatively few citizens attend School Com- 
mittee Meetings. 


Fiscal responsibility is a matter of deep concern to each member on the 
School Committee. Many hours of preparation are expended by members of the 
staff and administration before a recommendation is ultimately made to the Finance 
Committee and to the townspeople at the Annual Town Meeting. It is worthy to 
note that the Finance Committee has worked diligently with the School Committee 
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during all budget sessions, so that close communication is maintained during 
budget deliberations. 


Spiraling costs in instructional material, oil, electricity, and labor for the 
maintenance of buildings and expensive equipment, in addition to the state man- 
dated programs such as collective bargaining for all employees, contribute signifi- 
cantly to the cost of operating a school system. 


The construction of homes beyond the limits of the present transportation 
of students is another budgetary concern of the School Committee. It has result- 
ed in an additional run at the Dwight, Meadow Cartway, Ironwood, Crestview 
Drive route in order to relieve an overload, particularly in the morning run. Every 
effort is being made to maintain reasonable and economical transportation routes, 
but additional construction in those areas beyond the two mile extension from 
the school will undoubtedly result in a need for additional bus routes. 


The new Chapter 70 formula has created a significant change in state aid to 
cities and towns. Its purpose is “to promote the equalization of educational op- 
portunity in the public schools of the Commonwealth . . . .”” The new law estab- 
lishes a permanent save-harmless level for all school districts at 107% of the pro- 
rated aid due in fiscal year 1978 under the programs replaced by the new formula. 
According to the Department of Education, there are 315 communities in the 
same “save-harmless” category as Millis. The larger communities receive considerable 
more funds because of the new formula. 


The State Department of Education has directed the School Committees of 
Millis and Medway to submit a long range plan relative to its educational systems. 
They (Department of Education) suggested consideration of regionalization of the 
two communities. The School Committees of both communities therefore met to 
discuss the relative merits of a study of regionalization and directed both Superin- 
tendents to establish guidelines for a Medway-Millis Regional School Planning Com- 
mittee. The guidelines jointly approved by the School Committees were outlined in 
four steps: (1) Members shall be appointed by the respective School Committees; 
(2) The size is to be limited to nine (9) members from each town; (3) The authority 
to appoint officers, to determine frequency of meetings, the place and the length of 
meetings, and the option to solicit any ad hoc members as they deem necessary shall 
be delegated to the Planning Committee; and (4) The function of the Planning Com- 
mittee shall be to recommend to the Medway and Millis School Committees, in a 
final report, if the towns should regionalize in order to offer a more effective/effi- 
cient public school program or whether there should be any other educational col- 
laboration. The report should be completed by the end of the calendar year, 1979. 


After receipt of the report, the Medway and Millis School Committees will 
meet as a group to determine whether or not to enter the findings in the respective 


Annual Reports of the Towns in order to give the citizenry an opportunity to accept 
or reject the plan.

The Millis school system has benefitted to a certain extent from federal 
funds that have been made available to the public schools. Staff members and 
administrators have written proposals that have been approved by the Federal 
Government which do not require matching funds. However, the funds must be 
used to supplement the appropriated budget. 


The fully funded programs are: 


Title I ($29,100) - Increase services in mathematics and reading 
at the K - 6 levels. 

Title IV-B ($10,189) - enabled the school department to purchase 
playground equipment at the Clyde Brown School. (Volun- 
teers from the Lions’ Club, Jaycees, and the Oak Tree League 
demonstrated a well coordinated community effort to install 
the equipment.) 

Title VI-B ($25,185) - is a fully funded Federal program for handi- 
capped students. The approved project has enabled the school 
department to hire a therapeutic teacher (High School), a part 
time adaptive physical education teacher (elementary), a first 
grade aide, a kindergarten aide, some secretarial assistance, 
instructional materials and provisions for evaluation of the 
program. 

P.L. 94-482 ($11,511) - is an occupational education program that 
enables the school system to provide additional consumer 
services in Home Economics, Guidance, and Business. 


The School Committee has been prudent in its expenditures and is grateful to 
the citizens for its cooperation and support. The Committee acknowledges its appre- 
ciation to the Department of Public Works for maintaining clear roads and parking 
areas, particularly during the blizzard of *78; also to the Town Officials for their 
support, to the many organizations which have demonstrated a keen interest in 
young people, and to the Superintendent of Schools, the Administration and Staff 


for their dedication to children.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 5 ; 


Herewith is presented my fourth annual report as Superintendent of Schools, 
It is the eighty-seventh in a series of School Reports which began in 1892. J 


Many of the issues that have evolved around the Central Office have been 
included in the reports of the Chairperson of the School Committee and the prin- 
cipals of the respective schools. 


It is an accepted assumption that taxes and the financial burden, because of 
inflationary trends, is uppermost in the minds of taxpayers, and reducing school 
expenses is a means of saving tax dollars. However, service to the children and a 
desired quality of education must also be uppermost in the minds of all. The citi- 
zens have been most supportive of the Millis Public Schools in recent years, and 
evidence of this support is reflected in the type of education that has been offered : 
to our children. As Superintendent of Schools, it is my responsibility to exert as 
much of my energy as is possible to maintain and improve the nature of the edu- 
cational program. It is the community support that will ultimately preserve what 
has been accomplished. Despite these difficult financial times, you are urged to 
continue to support the schools. 


Perhaps the next most underlying issue that faces the School Committee and 
the community in relation to the educational process is the establishment of a mid- 
dle school within the Junior-Senior High School building. The School Committee 
has not acted upon the proposal at this writing, but the decision on the question of 
a middle school concept will have been announced several months before this report 
is made available to the citizens. 


Space does not permit a detailed report of the rationale for a middle school 
proposal. However, the salient philosophical point in support of the concent is the 
development of an organizational pattern which will allow not only an educational 
program for students in grades six, seven, and eight, but also permit them to estab- 
lish their own identity in the Junior-Senior High School building in a setting that 
will enable the staff to foster a climate of exploration and experimentation in an 
academic and behavioral environment. 


The students in grades three and four can then be transferred to the Memorial 
School with grade five and thus will be formulated an educational continuum that 
can develop into a K - 12 curriculum program. 


Much has been written in recent years about the need to return to basic skills. 
To some citizens, basic skills are nothing more than reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
Others would include speaking, listening, viewing, computing and analyzing. Still 
others would suggest skills in designing, valuing, and personal interaction. As one 
can see, basic skills are expansive and encompass a variety of learning experiences. 
Teachers and administrators are making a serious and diligent effort to assess and 
strengthen basic skills instruction. As evidence of this commitment, one need only 
note the priorities identified in the goals of the administrators, coordinators, di- 
rectors, department heads, and chairpersons, Staff development, curriculum plan- 
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_ ning and implementation of curriculum materials in mathematics, science, read- 
_ ing and language arts, and social studies in the elementary schools, have all con- 
tributed to the promotion of mastery learning. The staff is awere of the need to 
continue the search for methods that will strengthen the educational program 
from kindergarten through grade twelve. 


Mention must also be made of the strengthening of the reading program 
through the efforts of the Reading Coordinator, the administrators and the staff. 
The developmental reading program is a coordinated program in all its aspects 
from grades one through twelve. Pupils are assigned to instructional groups, and 
teachers are assisted in the selection and proper utilization of the instructional 
materials. 


A supportive reading program is available in all grades for those students who 
are in need of corrective or remedial assistance. Specialists are supervised in their 
delivery of supportive reading help so that children will receive maximum individu- 
alized attention. Also, a Power Reading Program has been organized in the elemen- 
tary grades with a proposal to expand the program through grade twelve. 


An alternative first grade program was implemented in September of this 
school year. There was strong feeling among the staff and administrators that a 
definite need existed for meeting the needs of a select population of young chil- 
dren who are capable of progressing to a full day program but, because of lack of 
maturation and/or development, were not prepared for the rigor of the existing 
first grade program. These children need time in a more individualized environment 
which is suitable to their needs and which eventually will help them to experience 
success rather than failure. The alternative first grade class services young children 
who have had kindergarten experience but would not benefit from a second year 
in kindergarten. The progress of these pupils in the first year of the program has 
been most encouraging, and the decision for implementation of the program is 
supported by the success that these children have been experiencing. 


The staff and administration have met on several occasions to discuss the 
feasibility of a gifted child/academically talented program. Discussion centered 
around issues that included achievement testing, 1.Q., motivation, outstanding 
ability, high performance, creative thinking, leadership ability, perseverance, psy- 
chomotor ability, and specific academic aptitudes. The staff and administration 
acknowledged that students who met the criteria listed above would require dif- 
ferentiated educational programs or services beyond those normally provided by 
the regular school program. All administrators at each grade level have initiated 
programs, albeit limited at this time, to challenge those students who have been 
identified as gifted or talented. 


Some of the coordinated system-wide programs which should be noted in 
this report are the science pilot programs at the elementary level, the creative 
curricula in the art and music programs, the mathematics goal to teach for mas- 
tery at all levels, the preparation of a health curriculum for future implementation, 
and the goal to update the physical education curriculum which includes more 
dance and creative movement, as well as an expansion of outdoor education. 
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Mention should also be made of the successful completion of the state man- 
dated immunization program which had to be completed before October 20, 1978. 
The supportive efforts of all parents, the Board of Health, and the Pupil Personnel 
Services department contributed to the control of diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis, 
polio, and measles. In April, more than two hundred letters were mailed alerting 
parents of the need for immunization before children could attend school in 
September. On opening day, less than ten (10) students had not yet been immun- 
ized, and plans were made for their immunization. 


Issues that continue to confront the school system are the impact of a declin- 
ing enrollment, fiscal responsibility, special needs programs, architectural barriers 
for implementation of the federally mandated physically handicapped programs, 
school building capital expenditures, competency testing programs, and energy 
conservation. 


This report would not be complete without acknowledging the successful 
achievement of the High School Jazz Ensemble Group under the direction of 
Stephen Massey. The many hours of early morning/late evening practices, travel, 
and inconveniences, I am sure, to many parents, resulted in a well deserved state 
championship award in the highly competitive state-wide music contest. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my appreciation to the School Com- 
mittee for its perseverance, understanding, and support of the educational programs. 
I also wish to acknowledge the cooperation, sincerity and interest of the adminis- 
trators, the instructional and non-instructional staff, the Town Officials, and the 
many community agencies interested in the school system. Without the support, 
cooperation and assistance of everyone, the successful operation of the schools 
would have been difficult.

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2 REPORT OF THE JUNIOR—SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
4 1978 


This is my fourth annual report to the Town of Millis concerning the Millis 
Junior-Senior High School and I take this opportunity to review some of the high- 
lights of the previous calendar year. 


The enrollment for the current school year as of October 1, 1978 is as fol- 
lows: High School 482, Junior High School 268 for a total of 750. This reflects an 
increase of 7 at the high school level and a decrease of 22 at the junior high school 
for a net decrease of 15 under last year’s figures. 


The School Climate Study which was undertaken last year is nearly completed. 
The findings were tallied and an analysis of information dealing with the thirteen 
variables listed prompted the committee to make 59 recommendations for the pur- 
pose of raising those areas which were low and improving those areas which were 
favorable. Many recommendations have been implemented and plans are being for- 
mulated for implementing the remainder. 


In an effort to provide programs for the academically gifted and talented, we 
have expanded the advanced placement program to include the following: Chemistry, 
Physics, Mathematics and Foreign Language. Beginning next year these shall include 
English and U.S. History. As a result of these efforts, many students have taken the 
advanced placement exams and have been exempted from certain freshmen college 
courses and have moved into more advanced study. 


The Work Study Program continues to fulfill its purpose and at present em- 
ploys 22 students. In addition, the Community Action Program which was begun 
last year has 8 students participating. These students serve as student tutors at the 
junior high school level, as well as teacher aides in other areas. 


Millis Junior-Senior High School has its first foreign exchange student thanks 
to the efforts of students, parents, and staff who make up the Millis Chapter of the 
American Field Service. Our student is Mariko Yagi, a young lady from Japan who 
is both personable and bright. She is quite enthusiastic about being in the United 
States and is especially pleased about being placed in Millis. She is residing with Mr. 
and Mrs. John Menne and family of Orchard Street. 


The Student Council has changed its focus over the past year. In addition to 
sponsoring concerts and raising money for scholarships, it has expanded its role to 
encompass more service-oriented and educationally stimulating pursuits. They have 
sponsored bloodmobiles, walkathons and alcohol awareness programs, and continue 
to seek new ways of getting involved. 


This brief a report precludes the detailing of many projects which are on- 
going or in the process of development. Some of these are: furthering reading in- 
struction to the content area teachers; expansion of reading at the junior high school 
level; studying the feasibility and planning for a middle school; examining the imple- 
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mentation of competency testing and its ramifications; developing a student- 
teacher evaluation instrument; developing a school wide activity and advisor 
program and so forth. More will come in future reports. 


To conclude, I wish to thank everyone for assisting in what proved to be 
a productive year. The cooperation from School Committee, Superintendent, 
staff and students has been excellent and the results testify to this.

REPORT OF THE CLYDE F. BROWN SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


The enrollment for the academic year of 1977-78 for the Clyde F. Brown 
School was 320. 


This year, beginning in September 1978, the enrollment increased to 342. 
This was due in part to a cut in the number of second grade classes and a slight 
increase in the number of students in each grade, making it possible to absorb 
the kindergarten class that was housed at the Memorial School. All K-2 pupils 
are now in one building for the first time in many years. 


At the present time the Clyde F. Brown School consists of the following: 


Kindergarten 111 
First Grade 112 
Second Grade 119 

342 Total 


Parent volunteers have become an important rung in the CFB educational 
ladder of success. For years parents have given some of their time to work in the 
classroom as aides listening to pupils read, drilling math facts, arranging board dis- 
plays, etc. No field trip could be carried out successfully without the help of parent 
volunteers who go along as chaperones. All of the target destinations for trips deem 
it a requirement to have at least a 10-1 student-chaperone ratio. 


More recently parent volunteers have added a dimension to their value at the 
CFB. Parents now catalog new editions, type the cards, and serve as librarians on a 
scheduled basis several days a week to make possible the loaning of books to first 
and second grade pupils. 


Another project that volunteers have successfully completed was the installa- 
tion of the large wooden playground equipment at the Clyde F. Brown School. 
Donations from the Lions and Boosters Clubs paid for the costs of imbedding this 
equipment in cement. Special commendation to Mr. Wayne Simpson for planning 
the layout, Mr. Terrence Cassidy for his work with the heavy equipment, to Mr. 
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"David Noon and Mr. John McGarrie of the Lions Club and Mr. Vincent Howley and 
Mr. Ed Shluzas of the Boosters Club for making this a successful community effort. 


Our Social Studies program continues to promote our heritage with plays re- 
lating to Thanksgiving, Christmas, Memorial Day and other patriotic themes. Learn- 
ing experiences of a local nature involve visiting the fire station during Fire Prevention 
Week and the Millis Public Library during National Library Week as well as trips to 
Norfolk Agricultural School and nearby apple farms. 


As part of the nutrition unit of study, there were visits to Wonder Bread Bakery 
and MacDonald’s where guided tours explained the intricacies of fast food processing. 


Science at the primary level continues to progress toward a hands-on approach 
which provides the student with an opportunity to observe how objects and organisms 
interact to produce the changes that create our physical and natural environment. The 
students are involved with learning the life cycles of plants by planting seeds and ob- 
serving their growth into flowers and fruits. The study of animal life cycles such as 
fruit flies, mealworms and fish focuses the children’s attention on some of the animal 
attributes that charzcterize all living things. Field trips were part and parcel of the 
science program with visits to the New England Aquarium, Worcester Science Center 
and Natick Planetarium. 


A variety of programs continue to acquaint parents and students with the 
Clyde F. Brown School. Kindergarten orientation in September before classes begin 
help students and parents become knowledgeable about the classroom, teacher and 
bus procedure. A presentation on bus safety by Mr. Baima is also part of the orienta- 
tion program. 


First grade parents are invited to have lunch with their children to acquaint 
them with the kinds of lunches and how the program operates. Open House during 
November focuses on the curriculum and the classroom environment. Invitations to 
the parents and students bring together more than 600 guests during the evening. 
Parents of first and second grade pupils have an opportunity to witness a play in 
which their children are involved during the year. 


A new Keytext series has been introduced on a limited basis for students who 
read below grade level and for pupils who have difficulty learning to read. It com- 
bines language experience techniques with early decoding skills and extensive com- 
prehension and study skill exercises. It features a slower paced presentation of skills, 
high interest materials presented in short segments, carefully controlled readability 
levels, inductive teaching strategies and on-going continuous evaluation. This series 
is programmed in such a fashion that a child can be switched to the basal series when 
he progresses to a point where success is assured. 


The results of the standardized testing in April indicated a very satisfactory 
level of achievement in reading and math. 
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In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the School Committee, Mr. 
Vellante, a hard working and cooperative staff and the many parents who aided 
in making the school year so enriching and successful for our students.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY PRINCIPAL, MEMORIAL ANNEX 


Revising and updating the elementary curriculum continue to be a priority 
in the elementary schools. Our reading program is continuing to use Economy Press 
as its basal text. This year selected elementary students will be Participating in the 
Junior Great Books Program. The purpose of this program is to help students de- 
velop a number of interpretive reading skills and attitudes, to think teflectively, to 
make inferences, to read creatively and, at the same time, provide an opportunity 
for students to enjoy literature. 


Another addition to our reading curriculum is the USSR (Uninterrupted Sus- 
tained Silent Reading) Program. The program takes place twice a week at the Annex. 
During a specific block of time, all other instructional activities in the school stop 
and everyone reads. This includes teachers, the school secretary and myself. Every- 
one chooses a book they want to read. The idea is to help students enjoy reading 
and to see it as a pleasurable activity. An added benefit of this program is that stu- 
dents will also improve their reading skills. 


We are currently in our second year of implementation of the SCIS (Science 
Curriculum Improvement Study) kits. This year all students in grades three and four 
will be exposed to this process approach to science. The program allows students to 
explore the subject matter first hand, with observation and guidance by each class- 
room teacher. Third grade students study the interaction of populations in a ter- 
rarium (eg. chameleons and crickets), Fourth graders experiment with both plants 
and animals in a terrarium. They study the effects of various factors, such as heat, 
cold, light and darkness, on organisms, in order to establish the most suitable en- 

- vironment in their terrarium. 


Staff members are continuing to work on curriculum committees in order to 
update several areas. A Health Study Committee was organized to formulate a 
health education program K-12. This group met during the summer and will con- 
tinue to meet during the school year to finalize an instructional program in health 
for all students. Position papers in reading/language arts, social studies, and art were 
written. These will be revised and finalized by the administrators and staff during 
the school year, As a result of developing our own position in these curriculum areas, 


we are attempting to provide greater continuity of skills development within each 
subject area, 
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In-Service programs continue to provide an opportunity for staff members to 
__ be made aware of curriculum changes, as well as a chance to review new programs. 
_ Some of the topics for this past year’s programs were: metrics, gifted and talented 
students, affective education, moral development, use of SCIS kits and revisions in 
our reading program. The Millis Right To Read Program sponsored a program deal- 
ing with teaching reading to students with special needs. 


Last year’s Title I Program offered supportive reading and math instruction 
to selected students. Each elementary building had a Title I reading aide and grades 
3-6 had a Title I math teacher and aide. Two Title I reading aides were added to 
the Junior High staff for five months under a Part B incentive grant. The Title I 
funds for the current school year are less than the 1977-78 school year. However, 
we have been able to maintain the same staff at the elementary level by decreasing 
the hours of the Title I aides. 


An important part of the Title I Program is the Parent Advisory Council. 
During the past year the PAC sponsored two evening programs for Millis parents. 
The first workshop “You Can Make The Difference”, focused on how parents could 
assist their child at home with his/her reading and study skills. The second workshop 
allowed parents a chance to familiarize themselves with metrics. 


Various outside resources are used to augment the school program. Boston 
Edison sponsored a unit on electrical safety. This program is given in two sessions 
and it informs students of the safety guidelines to be followed when using electricity. 
It also encourages students to be constantly aware of hazards that could exist in 
their homes. 


Three museum instructors from Plimoth Plantation visited the fourth grade 
classrooms as part of a Winter Workshop series being offered by the Plimoth Planta- 
tion Education Department. Each instructor, dressed in their authentic Pilgrim cos- 
tumes, met with a different group of students to discuss one of two topics: “Family 
Life in New Plimoth” and “Arts and Recreation in Plimoth Colony.” Students 
learned from “Family Life in New Plimoth” how today’s lifestyle compares with 
the lifestyle of Pilgrims in the 1600's. The instructors discussed family interaction 
and responsibility of each colonial family. Students viewed a slide presentation and 
had an opportunity to work with various artifacts of this period. “Arts and Recre- 
ation in Plimoth Colony” helped the students understand how the Pilgrims expressed 
their lifestyle in art. They also learned what the colonists did for entertainment. A 
slide presentation showed students various games played by the colonists. Each 
fourth grade classroom then visited Plimoth Plantation as a follow-up activity. They 
worked with their individual museum instructor and classroom teacher to further 
elaborate on the theme they chose. 


In closing, I wish to thank Mr. Vellante, the School Committee, school person- 
nel, parents, and students for their cooperation and support.

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REPORT OF THE MEMORIAL SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
DECEMBER 31, 1978 


My third annual report to the citizens of Millis will include information re- 
ported to me by our coordinators, department chairpersons, and teachers. 


This year we established fourteen school goals. These goals include: the inte- 
gration of a language arts and reading programs into a more comprehensive commun- 
ication arts curriculum through a curriculum development effort by teachers; the de- 
velopment of a consistent school discipline policy by providing written school rules 
and consequences; the expansion of a fusion of the arts and communication arts 
program whereby each team is responsible for the teaching of two units; the imple- 
mentation of the sixth grade Preparation for Adolescence health curriculum; the 
piloting of a new social studies textbook on American History; the implementation 
of an Uninterrupted Sustained Silent Reading program on a regularly scheduled 
basis; the implementation of a great books program for our power readers; the im- 
plementation of Project Achievement, a program for academically gifted students; 
the implementation of an on-going monthly assembly program. 


Organizationally, our teachers are working closely together through team 
teaching and planning. Through redeployment into various ability groupings, as a 
result of competency based testing, students are able to receive instruction using 
tests and materials which are more appropriately pinpointed to their ability levels. 
As a result of teaming, teachers are able to discuss the child’s progress among them- 
selves and specialists, plan instructional activities and get quality feedback. 


A highlight during 1978 was the week spent by our sixth grade at the Elba- 
nobscot Environmental Center. Many students had their first experience in residing 
away from home and exploring the wonders of nature in the out-of-doors. Many 
interpersonal relationships were enhanced among the students, and between student 
and teachers who chaperoned the week long program. We were very much thrilled 
by the cooperative spirit and support of parents who helped us in our fund raising 
efforts through raffles, yard sales, and carnival. 


Our music program continues to be a great source of pride. The fifth and 

sixth grade bands displayed their talents along with the boys’ and girls’ chorus at 
_ our special holiday program. Traditionally, our spring concert, annual sixth grade 

play production, and our talent show will also take place. Physical education and 
art continue to be real favorites with our students. This year we initiated an after- 
school intramural gymnastics program. Emphasis in skill development in both com- 
petitive and non-competitive sports continues. Our art program guides students 
toward developing creative ideas and carrying them out through individual projects. 


The club/activity program which was initiated two years ago also continues 
to be a highlight of our youngsters’ week. Favorite activities are disco, crafts 
(quilting and rug hooking), recreational games, art, chess, backgammon, and tennis. 
Our parents have greater opportunity to be involved with the school through a 
series of parent luncheons which focuses on various discussion topics such as read- 
ing, discipline, homework, children’s leisure time, pre- and early adolescence, etc. 


j 
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A cadre of parents are volunteering several hours a week in order to provide full 
service of our library to our students. Parents are involved in a subcommittee which 
is developing a community resource survey. Parents continue to help us plan effective 
Title I programs and plan programs and plan our projected evenings at the Memorial 
School which will focus on what parents and teachers can do in reinforcing what 
happens in school at home. 


Our special education program continues to improve in identifying and treat- 
ing special needs of our students which include L.D., counseling, and speech therapy. 
Special needs teachers are working even more closely with classroom teachers as a 
result of our team teaching structure. Special needs students are being scheduled in a 
more streamlined fashion so that their needs are being met by fewer specialists who 
know the individual child better. Our reading and math remedial specialists continue 
to provide excellent individual and small group instruction to those students who 
need that extra attention. 


In closing, I wish to express my gratitude to the School Committee, Superin- 
tendent, all personnel, and to the parents, students, and community members for 
their cooperation, commitment and support.

REPORT OF THE PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES DIRECTOR 
JANUARY 1979 


My fourth annual report to the citizens of Millis will include a summation of 
general activities of the Guidance and Counseling, Special Education and Health 
Services Departments from January 1, 1978 to December 31, 1978. 


Since January 1978, a continued concerted effort to provide supportive edu- 
cational services to Millis students has been on-going. Millis continues to have excel- 
lent relations with local area hospitals, mental health centers, educational institutions 
and human services agencies. Sub-contractual arrangements have also been made with 
the Easter Seal Society and Occupational Therapy Associates, Inc. to provide physi- 
cal therapy and occupational therapy to Millis youth. Millis continues to participate 
in the Tri-Valley Collaborative Program and the Project Accept Collaborative. Both 
these programs allow Millis children with low incidence handicaps to participate in 
educational programs, either in Millis or in surrounding towns, that are appropriate 
for their needs. The school system is also actively engaged with the Tri-County Re- 
gional Vocational Technical School in attempting to provide technical educational 
opportunities and options for Millis adolescents. Individual arrangements are con- 
tinually being made for special students at private day school and residential facil- 
ities. 
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In the spring, much discussion was generated by the Pupil Personnel Services _ 
Staff and the Clyde Brown Staff around the issue of providing an alternative for 
kindergarten youngsters who were not quite ready to attend a conventional first 
grade. Through a federal special education grant an aide was hired and presently 
some fifteen youngsters are participating in a pilot alternative first grade program 
that is highly individualized with a first grade teacher and this aide. It is our hope 
that these youngsters have been given a chance to develop at their own rate in this 
environment and will be more comfortable and productive leamers in years to 
come. In addition to this program, the same federal grant enabled us to hire an 
adaptive physical educator at the Clyde Brown School to assist young children 
with gross motor difficulties and another aide to work collaboratively with the 
kindergarten teachers. An additional resource teacher was added to the staff at 
the secondary level as well. The federal grants have been recently renewed and we 
will be continuing with these efforts next year. 


The summer of 1978 was spent reviewing and studying Chapter 766 revised 
regulations and federal regulations and adapting our delivery of services model ap- 
propriately. In addition much time and effort was spent in interviewing applicants 
for several vacated positions. 


A smooth opening of school was experienced with much effort made with 
regard to communicating the needs of individual youngsters to the classroom 
teachers. Pupil Personnel Services Staff and teachers met and reviewed each child’s 
educational needs at the elementary level and every teacher of any youngster re- 
ceiving special services was contacted at the Jr-Sr High School. We feel that there 
is excellent communication at this time between classroom teachers and Pupil Per- 
sonnel Staff at all levels. 


An intensive on going workshop for all counselors K-12 has been developed 
in conjunction with the Leslie B. Cutler Mental Health Clinic. The focus of these 
sessions has been to define and clarify counseling objectives and services. Much 
progress has been made within this area. 


Presently the dental health program is being expanded upon. Classroom in- 
struction on dental care will be given to all K-4 students to complement the dental 
screening program. The new hearing screening program for K, 1 and 2 will continue 
this year. This program developed last year has received national and state recogni- 
tion through the efforts of the speech and language and health departments. 


In looking back at the past three years it is without question that the Pupil 
Personnel Services Department hes developed several and varied programs to meet 
the needs of our student population. At this point I would like to thank the com- 
munity in general for being receptive to these new programmatic developments. 
The support of the School Committee is evident and the continued support of the 
Superintendent of Schools, the building principals, the teachers, secretaries and 
staff is greatly appreciated.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Our first full year of operation is now history and it gives us great pleasure to 4 
report to the town of Millis. 


The Tri-County Evening Adult Program opened in January and enrolled eight 
Millis residents in a trade preparation course of their choice. We expect that as the 
district becomes more aware of this rare opportunity enrollment will eventually swell 
to 600-800. Additional information and printed brochure can be had by calling the 
school office at any time. 


For the better part of the first school year the district committee was engaged 
in arbitration with the general contractor. Consequently, the activities of all sub- 
contractors ceased and we did suffer some hardship. Fortunately, the dispute was 
finally settled in June and we are now reaching the point where all school equipment 
is fully operational. 


In September we embarked on our second year. The school day was reduced 
from nine to eight periods and students are now dismissed daily at 2:30 p.m. A new 
program, food occupations, was initiated for low-incidence special needs youngsters. 
A small fast foods restaurant was added to the facility with the help of a $12,500 
federal grant. The enthusiasm of the students is a sight to behold as they go about 
the business of levrning by working in “Ye Olde Coffee Shoppe.” 


The new school year also saw the Tri-County Career Education Lab fully pro- 
ductive. Equipped with a computer terminal, linked to the Massachusetts Occupation: 
Information Systems computer in Wellesley, students can retrieve a wealth of occupa- 
tional and educational information. This service is being made available not only to 
Tri-County students but also to junior high school students throughout the district. 
The lab is well equipped with a variety of appropriate audio-visual materials and the 
great majority of all equipment and materials, including the terminal, has been fi- 
nanced with federal grants. 


In September, 31 students from Millis entered Tri-County. This brought our 
town’s enrollment up to 60 in three grades. We expect that in September, 1979, when 
we reach full enrollment, 82 students will be in attendance. 


Tri-County is fast becoming an attraction to visitors from all member commun- 
ities. The Rainbow Room, home of the culinary arts program, each day serves lunch- 
eons to area residents on a reservation basis. The students in cosmetology are now ac- 
cepting reservations from the public in a program that is increasingly popular. Almost 
SO three-to-five year old children are provided for daily in our child care program. It 
is especially satisfying to note that at any time of the school day there are adults com- 
ing in contact with high school students in a spirit of mutual respect. 
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The construction and machine shop trade programs have been equally pro- 
ductive. In a building of 300,000 square feet there is a constant need for remodel- 
ing and maintenance. The teachers and students in those departments have saved 
the district thousands of dollars and at the same time benefited by invaluable real 
work experience. 


As we move toward full enrollment, we expect that this vocational school 
_ _ will expand services to Millis and the entire district. We thank you for your support 
4 in the past and look forward to a continuing relationship of mutual benefit in the 
' future.

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REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL COMMITTEE 


Millis continues as an active member of the 128 West Resource Recovery Council 
a voluntary association of communities in the central section of eastern Massachusetts 
whose objective is to establish a cooperative solid waste disposal and resource recovery 
system. In the past year, council membership has grown from 28 to 41 communities 
(including Boston). 


The Council prepared specifications for the solicitation of proposals for a region- 
al processing facility and these were issued on August 14, 1978. To date 12 companies 
have expressed interest in submitting proposals. The proposals are to be received on 
March 16, 1979 by the Massachusetts Bureau of Solid Waste Disposal (MBSWD). The — 
proposals will be reviewed by the council, with the assistance of MBSWD and consult- 
ants to select the company (or companies) with whom contractual teams will be ne- 
gotiated. 


Once the contractual teams have been negotiated with the processing site and 
transfer-haul operators, the cost of the regional approach should be fairly predictable. 


Once a company is selected for resource recovery the town of Millis must decide 
if it wants to undertake a long-term (20-year) commitment. (It is anticipated that the 
proposed resource recovery plant will take up to three years to construct.) Presently, 
Millis has adequate space in the sanitary landfill for approximately six years’ use. 


Millis should be aware that the Federal Resource Conservation and Recovery 
Act of 1976 may have an impact on the cost of operating the present sanitary landfill 
on Island Road such that it could be prohibitive. 


The type of resource recovery plant selected may preclude future plant expan- 
sion to accommodate towns and cities who initially refused to join. It therefore be- 
hooves the town of Millis to investigate thoroughly the existing sanitary landfill site, 
the 128 West Resource Recovery Plant and other options for solid waste disposal. 


It is presently anticipated that the 128 West Resource Recovery Plant option 
would appear on the 1980 town warrant, but if negotiations are finalized sooner than 
anticipated, a special town meeting would have to be called,

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REPORT OF THE WATER NEEDS STUDY COMMITTEE 


This five member committee was organized in September 1977 with the ob- 
jective of determining the town’s future requirements for the public water supply. 
Both near term and long range, 50 year, demands are being considered. 


Millis has been fortunate so far in its ability to obtain sufficient quantities of 
useable water primanily because of the extensive ground water resources. 


There are five aquifers (ground water reservoirs) within the town which have 
been identified using U.S. Geological Survey maps, and are listed in decreasing size: 


South End Pond 

Village Street well site (operational) 
. Town sanitary landfill 

DPW well site (operational) 

. Causeway and Grove Streets

With the exception of the present municipal landfill site, it is essential that the 
remaining potential well sites are maintained in a manner that does not affect water 
quality.

This committee submitted to the board of public works its final report in the 
spring of 1978 and, as its objective had been accomplished, the committee disbanded.
